Now Goes To State Legislature 


Supervisors Set Plans For 
Property Tax Overhaul 

The Board of Supervisors has endorsed a proposal for 
a major overhaul of California’s Property Tax Law. The 
proposal, developed by Supervisor Baxter Ward, will pro¬ 
vide dramatic relief for 
homeowners and rent e r s 
alike. 

The key elements of the 
proposal are: 

Elimination of health, 
education and welfare from 
the local property tax. 

Assessment of owner oc¬ 
cupied dwellings (homos and 
condominiums) at 15 per 
cent of fair market value. 

Assessment of all other 
property at 30 per cent of 
fair market value. 

Establishing a new Non- 
Residential State Property 
Tax to finance health and 
welfare as well as to assist 
the funding of education. 

It will use the full six 
cent sales tax as an “Educa¬ 
tion Trust Fund” to finance 
education state wide. 

It will mandate that re¬ 
ductions in property tax to 
landlords be passed on to 
renters and giving renters 
the right to sue for triple 
damages, as well as giving 
renters the benefit of the tax 
deduction for their property 
tax on their income tax. 

The proposal, which has 
received strong support by 
members of the education 
community, including Super¬ 
intendent of Los Angeles 
City Schools William John¬ 
ston, will now go to (he 
California State Legislature. 

Dean of the Assembly, 

Vincent Thomas (San Ped¬ 
ro), has indicated that he 
will introduce the legislation 
and seek co-authorship ot

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 


1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Fix dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.

February 15 Deadline! 

The next few days are probably the most crucial weeks 
for the taxpayers of California. It will then be deter- 
mineti which property tax amencfmonts have qualified 
for the ballot. If none qualify, the legislature will sit 
back in ease, totally convinced that the people really 
do not want any tax reform, or tax reductions in Cali¬ 
fornia, and are perfectly willing to have their property 
tax raised again next year, which will surely happen. 

On top of that the most likely bill to emerge from 
the legislature will be a new tax levy of from $,■) to 
$6 per hundred to make up for the loss of revenue due 
to the Serrano decision. The people will be stuck deep 
in the mud again until 1980 when Serrano might go 
into effect. By that time the property tax will probably 
. double what it is now. 

If this happens, it will be because more than half 
of the home and property owners in California simply 
refused to lift a finger to save themselves. They refused 
to spend a few hours to make their political power known. 
They confined tlieir efforts to “squawking.’’ The average 
homeowner could have made himself $1000 an hour by 
working a few hours getting signatures on the petition. 

So now, if they are saved at all, it will be because 
some ten per cent of the home and property owners did 
all the work, spent all the money thov- could afford, and 
won out in spite of the drones. 

As 1 write this the proposals are being made by the 
Mayors of many cities are getting ready to launoh city 
income tax drive. No doubt they think they can impose 
any kind of tax raises o.n the people, and they will not 
no opposition at all. 

More than 200,000 petitions for Jarvis one per 
cent property tax limitation petitions were printed and 
sent, on request, to those who professed an interest in 
efoing something to save their homes and property from 
tax confiscation. At this date, with only a few days to 
the deadline, the battle is still touch-and-go to qualify 
this amendment for the ballot. Many thousands of peti¬ 
tions are still laying around untouched. We are running 
advertisements in the daily papers, buying spot announce¬ 
ments on radio .stations and exerting our maximum effort 
to wake most taxpayers out of their very deep sleep. 
Indeed Rome did burn while Nero fiddled. The hot line 
is 936-4982. 

Incidentally, if every reader of this paper would turn 
in 100 signatures on petitions by February 15 our victory 
would be gained. It’s NOW or never. 

The People Must Know 

The right of citizens to enjoy the income from their 
own labor is being seriously impaired by our pnese.nt tax 
system. There should be a firm ceiling on the proportion 
of income which government may take away in taxes, 
from any citizen. Graduated taxation, combined with in¬ 
flation, places a most unfair burden on working Americans, 
whose tax rates increase automatically, as inflation pushes 
them into higher brackets. 

The right to economic justice is also being wiped 
out by confiscatory property taxes and income taxes as 
well. The government should be required to hold the 
level of its expenditures to the level of its income and not 
print or coin new money to meet government Incurred 
debt, thus inflating the aurrency and deflating the value 
of money already in circulation. The principle victims 
of government overspending are our working men and 
women whose income is reduced in value and whose 
jobs are threatened by inflation and unemployment which 
results from a bloated and overgrown public sector. 

The basis of the American system was that “govern¬ 
ment muss be limited.” When government is not limited 
by the people, government becomes unlimited, then taxa- 
ation becomes unlimited and freedom dies. We now have 
unlimited government and unlimited taxation. This is 
why freedom is in such danger. 

The basis of a succ?essful tax sysTem, in a free country, 
is (1) taxes should be equal for all on a ratio that is 
determinel by wealth; (2) taxes should be fair in that 
none should escape their fair, proportion; (3) taxes must 
be within the ability of those taxed to pay. 

This is the basis of tho Jarvis one per cent property 
tax limitation amendment, (a) it applies to all private 
property in California; (b) it applies equally to all prop¬ 
erty owners, based upon the value of such prop>erty; (c) 
it is within the ability of those taxed to pay. 

'The issue is the right of the people to self govern¬ 
ment. Grants of power from the people to government 
should be limited to make sure that such power should 
be exercised for those for whom it is derived, rather than 
to serve those in whom it is concentrated. 

Government can not be expected to comply with these 
mandates unlesg forced to do so by the citizens. It is 
the first responsibility of citizens to make certain govern¬ 
ment bows to their will. This is known as government 
of, for and by the people. The Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence begins with “We hold these truths to be self evi¬ 
dent.” We can’t be the land of the free unless we are

6 p.m. Arrangements to use 
the Board of Equalization 
facilities were made by 
Riichard Nevins, member of 
the board. 

Taxptyers who expect to 
file their returns at this of¬ 
fice should bring the state 
forms package which they 
received in the mail bearing 
the gummed label prepared 
by the department. Use of 
this label will expedite pro¬ 
cessing and issuance of a 
refund if one is due. 

State and Federal income 
tax forms will be available 
at the office through the 
filing season. However, as¬ 
sistance will be offered only 
as scheduled, according to 
Frank Bordenave, manage’' 
of the El Monte District 
Office of the Franchise Tax 
Board.
